The valuation put on the real estate by the 
witness was regarded as altogether too high 
by the attorneys. A valuation of $150,000 
on forty-five acres at Montrose and of $70,- 
000 on the Silverman homestead were thought 
too optimistic. Ifthe security in the hands 
of the secured creditors proyes sufficient to 
liquidate the $810,000 secured liabilities, so 
that norie of those creditors come on to the 
estate, there is some hope that the unsecured 
creditors may get their money in due course 
of time. If that security does not prove suffi- 
cient the outlook for the depositors is not 
bright. In any event the settlement of the 
estate will be a tedious process because of the 
nature of the assets. 

The testimony furnished’ information which 
located about $730,000 of the $810,000 se- 
cured liabilities. The remainder is owing to 
various Chicago banks and individuals, 

The testimony also brought out some in- 
teresting particulars regarding the secured 
liabilities, The most important secured cred- 
itor is Lazard Fraéres & Co. The amount 
owed the Paris house of that firm is 8131. 
482; the London house, $267,406, and the 
New York house, $36,760, a total of $435,- 
643. The firm has as security the Dearbom 
street property, which was recently transfer- 
red to it, and which is counted worth 8980, 
000,and ulso some other collateral. The 
Credit Lyonnaise is a creditor for $36,086; 
Meyer & Co., of Leipsic, are creditors for 
$22,714. All the foregoing amounts were 
incurred in the course of a foreign exchange 
business, 

Silverman owed the Commercial National

CERTAIN CREDITORS PREFERRED. 


Testimony as to J. H. Walker Company’s 
Affairs Before Master in Chancery. 

The inquiry into the affairs of the J. H. 
Walker company, undera reference secured 
from the Superior Court, began yesterday in 
earnest before Master in Chancery 
Bass. James H. Walker, President of 
the company, was the only § wit- 
n placed on the stand yesterday. 
His examination consumed the day between 11 
and 5 o lock, barring the time taken for lunch- 
eon and three-quarters of an hour used by the 
lawyers in Judge McConnell’s court in defeat- 
ing a request made by one of the attorneys for 
a postponement of the inquiry. 

Mr. Walker’s examination was not com- 
pleted. ‘It developed that customers’ notes 
to the amount of $200,000 had been secured 
before the failure and that many of them had 
been given to protect preferred creditors. 
Of the latter it was shown that the Union 
National Bank had preferences, as did also 
W. E. Mason of the company, and itappeared 
that C. R. Cummings had a claim for 850, 
000 against the company which was secured. 
After the recess John S. Miller, representing 
the directors other than Mr. Walker, made a 
request that the hearing be adjourned until 
he could attend. Judge McConnell, on rep- 
resentations from Mr. Miller, also asked for a 
postponement. The lawyers representing 
creditors refused to accede and went before 
Judge McConnell and got him soto modify 
his request as to enable the hearing to go on. 

Various Interests Are Present. 

There were not chairs enough in Master of 
Chancery Bags’ room to accommodate the 
crowd that appeared at 11 o' clock. 
Attorney, Burry appeared with his clients, 
James H. Walker and J. H. Walker Jr., fif- 
teen minutes before that time. They were 
followed by Attorney Lyman, representing 
Eastern creditors, Attorneys Max Pam and 
Isaac H. Mayer, the latter of whom Tuesday 
filed petitions to replevin goods sold the coni- 
pany, making charges against it of utter- 
ing unfair statements as to its con- 
dition ; Attorney George 8. Willits 
and Atterney Remy. The latter appeared for 
Eastern creditors. He conducted the exam- 
ination. 

J. H. Walker took the stand. He said he 
had been in the dry goods business for thirty 
years and for seventeen years had been deal- 
ing in merchandise in Chicago. The 
business was incorporated in December, 
1892. Some months afterward Mr. Walker 
bought $50,000 worth of William B. How- 
ard’s stock, which he transferred to his son, 
James H. Walker Jr. He paid Mr. Howard 
$30,000 in cash and still owes him 
$20,000. The assets at that time 
were $130,000, and Mr. Walker said 
he did not know the amount of liabilities. 
The retail store- room was owned by C. R. 
Cufnmungs. The J. H. Walker company paid 
a rent for it of $30,000 annually and the 
taxes. The whdlesale store cost the company 
$50,000 yearly and the taxes. Last May Mr. 
Walker went to New York to procure exten- 
sions from Eastern creditors.

Pollock thought 
nothing more of the questioning, and after 
concluding his business in the town left on the 
evening train. , : 

Mr. Pollock was in the smoking car, in 
which there were a number of passengers, 
when he was suddenly confronted by a man 
with a false beard and with a large pistol, 
crying ‘“‘ Throw up your hands, I want your 
diamonds.” Pollock threw up his hands, at 
the same time handing his money. The man 
fired and shouted, *‘ I want your diamonds.”’ 
The bullet struck Pollock in the shoulder and 
the man then assaulted him with a slung shot 
made of a bag of loose shot. He then fired 
again, woundmg Pollock in the arm, 
and ramming his left hand down 
into Pollock’s inside pocket grabbed thie 
pocketbook full of loose diamonds, and strik- 
ing Pollock over the head with his pistol left 
him insensible, All of the other passengers 
fled from the car when the shooting com- 
menced. The robber then pulli the bell- 
cord, slacked the train up, and jumped of 
just previous to arriving at California Junc- 
tion, and was last seen disappearing in the 
woods. For the time all was confusion, and 
the robber improved the time to make good 
his escape. . 

Being a member of the Jewelers’ Protective 
Union Pollock immediately notified that as- 
sociation, and it, in turn, called upon the 


Pinkerton agency for assistance. C. M.. 


Weber, Superintendent of the St. Paul 
branch, took a number of de- 
tectives with him to California Junction. 
Trace was found of the robber after left 
the train at a farm house. He had attempted 
to steal a valuable stallion during the night 
and the farmer shot at him.

He was 
traced on foot to Council Bluffs, Ia., where 
all further trace was lost. A thorough can- 
vass of the pictures in possession of Mr. 
Weber resulted in Conductor Ashmore and 
several passengers identifying the photograph 
of the notorio rank Bruce, a burglar in 
custody at Terre Haute, Ind., as the thief. 
Several weeks were lost in working up this 
clew before it was found that Bruce, under 
the name of Frank Faust, living in Chicago, 
was the wrong person. 

In the meantime an ex-convict named 
James Burke, whom Pinkertons had had 
under suspicion for some time, made his ap- 
pearance in Colorado and Supt. McParland 
was instructed to look him up. He had 
disappeared mysteriously from Denver, al- 
though he had been there, and a diligent 
search was being made for him when Mr. 
Pinkerton interviewed Loomis. Some val- 
uable information was learned from Loomis. 
Then Mr. Pinkerton received a telegram from 
his Denver Superintendent, stating that they

gland. I did not ask him how much and he 
did not tell me. It is not an unusual thing 
for such a quantity of gold to come 
from England, but at this time it 
means more than usual. Banks frequently 
made large purchases, but a business firm 
does not asa rule order $500,000 in gold 
from London. The gold is purchased by 
means of a cable transfer in New York. 
Bankers will know what this means. There 
is no special profit to the transaction. There 
is much gold coming this way just now. I 
presume the gold will come in double eagles, 
asif it comes in bars it will necessarily be sub- 
jected to much delay, especially to a Chicago 
man who wishes to use itatonce. In En- 
gland, as a rule, they keep our double eagles 
over there, and do not send them to 
the mint. Their sovereigns, however, when 
they come to America, are minted. Our gold 
bars, when sent to Engiand, are not minted, 
and their gold bars are not minted, but are 
exchanged for the equivalent. I can say noth- 
ing of the cost involved in bringing $500,000 
in gold to America, There are insurance 
and shipping charges and then the expressage 
from New York to Chicago.” 


MORE GOLD IS COMING TO AMERICA, 


Over $4,000,000 Shipped, and $2,275,000 
Is Withdrawn for Shipment. 

Loxpox, Aug. 9.—Gold to the amount of 
£495,000 was withdrawn from the Bank of 
England today for shipment to the United 
States and £55,000 for shipment to Mont- 
real. The Bank of England is charging a 
premium on eagles, and is holding bar gold 
at a higher rate. The sum of £830,000 was 
shipped today for New York on the Lahn, 
sailing from Southampton, and the Britannic, 
sailing from Liverpool.

* Higher Payments in Cash Than $50 to 
Be Made at Present=Depositors Want- 
ing Larger Sums Must Be Content with 
Clearing- House Certificates — Currency 
Already at a Premium, in the Crescent 
City=Minnesota and Nashville Banks 
Close=Linden Steel Company Fails. 

New (Ontzans, La., Aug. 9.—[Special.]— 
Since the beginning of the i iy 1 
people have been withdrawing funds to hoard, 
creating a scarcity of currency and threaten- 
ing the stability of the solid institutions of the 
city. The banks assert that to force their col- 
laterals upon the depressed market or to call 
in loans at this time would ‘mean general dis- 
aster ; and, accepting therun on the Germania 
Savings Bank as a presage of evil, they de- 
cided today to suspend payments until fur- 
ther notice. 

The arrangements are to work as little 
hardship as possible. Special efforts will 
be made for concerns employing large 
numbers of men; and any new deposits 


will be kept separate and subject to the orders 


of the depositors. The afrangement is that 
deposits already on hand are to be paid out in 
sums not larger than $50 in cash per day to 
any one depositor. Larger payments will be 
made in clearing-house certificates. 

The action has naturally ereated a consid- 
erable sensation, and serious results may fol- 
low, notwithstanding the assurance that 
the affairs of the banks are in fine 
condition. Several large factories are 


already taking steps to close, apprehending 


that collections will be difficult to make, and 
they cannot devise plans to contitue in opera- 
tion. The Internal Revenue Department can- 
not issue stamps or licenses except for cash.

Failure of the First National Bank An- 
nounced After Business Hours, 
Nasuviniz, Tenn., Aug. 9.—([Special.]— 
The First National Bank. one of the oldest 
banking institutionsin this city and State, 
closed its doors at 7 o’clock this evening by 
order of the Board of Directors. The an- 
nouncement was received with expressions of 
surprise. Business had been conducted as 
usual during the day and there had been no 
intimation that such a step was even con- 
templated. The bank, of which Mr. Herman 
Justi is President, and H. W. Grantland 
cashier, had a capital stock of $1,000,000, 
with a surplus fund of $76,000 and undivid- 
ed profits amounting to $10,180. The 
amount of national bank notes outstanding 
was $45,000. 

The published report of the bank’s condi- 
tion showed that at the close of business July 
12 it had on hand $202,948 in cash. The 
loan and overdraft account footed up $2,- 
226.703, and there was due from other banks 
$234,273. The liabilities included individual 
deposits to the amount of $1,000,507. The 
demand certificates, certified checks, United 
States deposits, and amounts owing to other 
banks amounted to $529.584. The amount 
of rediscount paper was $316,606. 

The bank was organized Many years ago 
with a capital stack of $500,000, and several 

ears later, upon its consolidation with the 
Third National Bank, the capital stock was 
increased to $1,000,000. President Justi 
said that if the bank is allowed to resume it 
will: pay depositors in full and the stockhold- 
ers will be paid almost par. 

After the suspension of the First National 
the directors of the Fourth National Bank 
held a meeting, those present representing 
several millions of property, an ned a 
guarantee pledging themselves and indi- 
vidual estates to the payment of all deposits.

In his special message to Congress Presi- 
dent Cleveland justly ascribes much of the 
present financial stringency to Congression- 
al legislation touching the purchase and coin- 
age of silver by the General Government.” 
But he does not seek to lay the blame for it 
upon the Republican party, and in this re- 
spect is entitled to credit for a fairness which 
is not exhibited by the whipper-snapper Vest 
and other members of his party, who meanly 
try to gain a partisan advantage by musrepre- 
senting the facts. 

The Président fully recognizes the utter 
fai ure of the monthly purchases of 4.500.000 
ounces of silver since 1890 to increase the price 
of the metal. Silver began to decline from 
the moment the wild speculation which fol- 
lowed the passage of the act had culminated, 
and continued to weaken right along béfore 
Austria-Hungary commenced buying gold or 
India stopped the free coinage of-silver. In 
fact it was reported recently on high authori- 
ty that the Government of Austria-Hungary 
seized upon the passage of the Sherman act 
as presenting the favorable opportunity for 
buying gold for Which it had waited during 
several years. It was quick to perceive 
the consequences of the measure if people 
here were not. And it cannot be concealed 
that the chief cause of the decline is the vast 
increase in production stimulated by the dis- 
covery of cheaper methoas of extraction than 
those of a few years ago. It is esti:nated the 
world’s production of silver has increased not 
far from 50 per cent per annum since the pas- 
sage of the Sherman act. 

The monthly issues of silver certificates 
against the purchase of metal that lies in the 
Treasury of little more use than so much old 


Ser are made redeemable in gold or silver 


coin. But by the terms of the act the admin- 
istration is compelled to keep them at parity 
with gold. Hence it must redeem them in 
gold, because otherwise the currency would 
slump to the commercial value of the 871K - 
grain silver dollar, having a purchasing power 
of less than 50 cents. This would do such 
terrible mischief to the nation that no honest 
man dare incur responsibility therefor, and 
the President will not be a consenting party 
to any such atrocious swindle. But the law 
gives him no authority to sell gold bonds to 
replenish the redemption fund. It leaves him 
with his hands tied, with only doubtful 
power to issue any but 4 per cent coin 
bonds which may be redeemed in 
silver should a future administration 
elect to so redeem them. The President 
ought to have stated this more plainly in his 
message and told Congress that im possibilities 
are now demanded of him, and that therefore 
he has convenéd itto furnish an adequate 
remedy. He ought to have stated in unmis- 
takable terms not only that he wanted these 
unprotected issues to be stopped but that it 
was absolutely necessary to give him author- 
ity to keep the 827 millions of United States 
notes at par. It might have been well for 
him to state a wish that an expansion of the 
currency be provided for through the national. 
banks. He may have had thesein mind in 
writing his message, when he referred to other 
measures as needed to protect the credit of 
the government. 

The President reports that the Treasury has 
been depleted of 132 millions in the rc Jemp- 
tion of silver certificates, while 147 millions 
of them have been issued. Practically 90 
per cent of the silver purchased nominally 
With them has been actually bought with gold. 
The resulting state of things isa dreadful 
one, but is a legitimate consequence of the 
foolish effort to lift silver up to double its 
real value as rated in the markets of the 
world. No wonder the whole business public 
has lost confidence and commerce and indus- 
try are paralyzed. Of course the very first 
thing to do is to repeal that section of the 
law which authorized these mischievous irsues 
of certificates. But the moment this is pro- 
posed the yelping, threatening, snapping of 
the free silver wolves are heard, declaring they 
will deadlock the Senate, obstruct relief, and 
prevent repeal, unless—what? The alterna- 
tive is that Congress shall be coerced into 
giving them the free coinage of silver into 
light-weight dollars, worth little more than 
half an actual dollar. This would be to 
jump out of the frying pan into the fire. 
The alternutive would be worse than the 
evil now suffered, but ultimately it would 
force the government into repudiation and 
the nation into general bankruptcy. 


VES?’S BILL. 
The commercial ratio of silver to gold is 


bill which he knows President Cleveland 
would not sign if passed for the free coinage 
of silvef at the ratio of 20 to 1.

From 1798 to 1834 the 
legal ratio of silver to gold was about 3 cents 
on the dollar higher than the commercial 
one. Nevertheless the commercial ratio did 
not change nor the price of silver advance, 
but gold went out of circulation. In 1834 
Congress changed the ratio from 15 to 1 to 
10 to 1. When it did that it rated gold a lit- 
tle too high. The result was not an advance 
in the price of gold. The commercial ratio 
11 to the legal one. 
Yet during both periods there was free 
coinage.”

The news — seven and a half millions 
more df gold has been engaged this week to 
come hither from Europe. and that the gold 
already on the way is arranged to be dis- 
tributed where much of it will fy f most 
good.“ ought to aid mightily in restora- 
tion of confidence which the President ad- 
mits is necessary to a revival of business ac- 
tivity and a removal of the money stringency. 
The facts named are important, but they will 
not count for much in the way of permanent 
improvement if the silver monometallists 
succeed in their insane attempt to so block 
the wheels of legislation that the adoption of 
salutary measures by Congress will be de- 
layed indefinitely. The stringency does not 
reflux thus far. Indeed, at many points in the 
country it is more severe than ever, and the 
searcity of currency, owing to withirawals by 
depositors who lock it up, is so great as to in- 
terfere with the movement of produce to its 
market. Already some pebsons here have 
considered the propriety of insisting on re- 
turn shipments of currency in payment for 
produce shipped East, this because of the im- 
possibility of gettmg currency from banks on 
the seaboard by the ordinary methods. Men 
in business here might be willing to sell ex- 
change on New York at a discount of 2, to 
Sper cent today if they felt reasonably sure 
‘something like that rate would be in force to- 
morrow, but thereis no certainty of that. 

Surely the conditions noted should strike 
the attention of the silver extremists in Wasb- 
ington and induce them tocease their suicida. 
opposition to the passage of measures which 
would bring relief to suffering industry. It 
would be to their credit to admit now that 
they were mistaken as to the probable work- 
ings of free silver legislation, and are willing 
to join in voting for a removal of the terrible 
strain of uncertainty under which the coun- 
try is suffering. If they choose to persist in 
their wicked course they cannot escape the 
consequent responsibility of having hurled 
the Nation over the financial precipice on the 
brink of which it is now tottering. The pros- 
pect should stimulate the friends of honest 
money to redouble their efforts to have the 
gold standard of values preserved and to se- 
eure the removal of features which tend to 
undermine confidence in the ability and de- 
termination of the government to honor all 
its obligations in money which is recugnized 
at par by all civilized peoples. 


A NEW YORK MONEY LE3SON, 

New York exchange has been quoted at 3 
to 5 per cent discount in this city, and it is 
reported that currency has sold at 5 per cent 
premium this week on Manhattan Island, It 
may puzzle some people to think what is the 
kind of money that is reckoned at par 
in New Tork, when the persons entitled to 
draw it from the banks are willing to pay 
$105 of it for $100 in silver certificates or 
Treasury notes. The money referred to 
is credit in the New York banks, and prac- 
tically it means the clenring-house certificates 
issued by them. It may be objected that this 
statement of the case is not precisely correct, 
but it is true in practice, and the fact fur- 
nishes one of thé strongest possible 
illustrations of the inability of any 
man orset of men to maintain their credit 
at real par whea they are rot able to redeem 
their obligations on demand. Nobody doubts 
the solvency of the New York banks which 
have joined in the issue of these certificates. 
No one doubts that their obligations will be 
honored some time or that the some time 
will be soon. But it is not now, and people 
who hold their promises to pay are willing to 
pay 4 or 5 per cent premium for money that 
is available on the instant for the payment of 
obligations previously incurred or for the 
making of fresh pur¢hases which must be paid 
for in cash. The fact may help some of the 
Populists to understand how the paper prom- 
ises issued by the United States several years 
ago were discounted when redemption 
was deferred and rose to par the moment 
it was known there was gold in the 
Treasury to redeem them on dem nd. Also 
it may enable them to see that if the-e were 
no redemption at all, as proposed by the men 
who want the government to issue fiat 
„% money ”’ claiming to be a named number of 
dollars instead of a promise to pay dollars, 
such money would soon be worth just 
nothing at all. And dt the best a paper prom- 
ise to pay, whether in the shape of a check or 
a bank note, is worth no more to the holder 
than is the actual money he can get in ex- 
chauge for the paper. If redeemable in gold 
itis worth its face in gold. If redeemable 
only in silver, with no gold guarantee behind 
it, the paper is worth no more than the value 
of the silver as bullion. The folks who fancy 
that a government fiat can make money 
out of material that is not intrinsically worth 
its face mistake a promise or a token for the 


thing itself. 


MAYOR HARRISON’S RECKLESS STATE. 
MENT. : 

The Mayor of Chicago in his address of 
welcome to the Association of Military Sur- 
geons of the National Guard of the United 
States is reported to have made the following 
astonishing statement: There are 200,000 
people in Chieago today unemployed and 
almost destitute of money. If Congress does 
not give us money we will have riots that 
** will shake the country.“ 

The Mayor’s statement was out of place, 
irrelevant, and devoid of truth. He had no 
business under any circumstances to lug in 
such a statement ata meeting of military 
surgeons, who have nothing to do with the in- 
dustrial conditions of this city. He had no 
statistics to support his wild Statement, even 
if it had any relation to the motive which 
called the surgeons together. On the other 
hand, the statistics are all against his sensa- 
tional declaration. New York is the largest 
city in the Union, always has the largest num- 
ber of unemployed persons, since it is the 
„ dumping ground for all Europe, and al- 
ways contains a large number of the unem- 
ployed even in the best of times. The whole 
number of working people in that city is 
about half a million, most of them in the 
trades unions. Out of this number there 
are 36,000 out of employment; as was 
shown by a statement carefully prepared by 
the New York World with the assistance of 
the leaders of the trades unions. Here, in the 
smaller City of Chicag>, its Mayor says there 
are 200,000 unemployed and destitute of 
money! He should know this to be grossly 


incorrect, and the trades unionists have al- 
ready told him so. 


If he had said there were 
20,000 he would have come much nearer the 
truth. His statement was simply wild guess- 
work and idle talk to an audience of sur- 
geons who had nothing to do with the matter 
and who don’t know whether there are 20,000 
or 2,000 out of work.

Now there is another piano waron. The 
protest in this ease has more sense than that 
which was made against the non-exhibiters 
some time ago when Judge Lannan and his 
associates from Montana, Wyoming, Arkan- 
sas, Arizona, and other musical centers made 
such an extraordinary exhibition of themselves 
in the domain of musical criticism. The 
original war was batween insiders and outsid- 
ers. Now it ig one between insiders. Mibs- 
souri has come to the front and makes its 
protest against John Boyd Thacher’s packing 
of a jury for the examination of musical in- 
struments. Mr. George Steck of New York, 
himself a planomaker, is a persona non grata 
to Missouri, principally because his place had 
been promised to Prof. Kankel of St. Louis, 
who. we believe, is both pianomaker and 
piano player and publisher of piano music, 
and therefore is very much interested in that 
instrument. Be this as it miy, Missouri 
claims that Mr. John Boyd Thacher promisel 
Prof. Kunkel should have the place and hen 
went back on his word and gave it to Steck. 
Missouri also produce l evidence of Kunkel’s 
fitness in letters from Gov. Francis, Gov. 
Stone, Majah’’? Jones, and ether eminent 
Missouri pianists. And thus the matter stand: 
at this writing. 

So far as charges of favoritism or break- 
ages of promises are concerned that is a mat- 
ter with which Tus Tarsunsz is not familiar, 
but in a general way Missouri should not be 
surprised at anyth ng which Mr. John Boyd 
Thacher may do. So far as the appointment 
of Mr. Steck is concerned Taz Tarox sees 
nothing out of the way if the principle lead ing 
to it is only extended. Way shoald not all 
the members of the Chicago syndicate, rein- 
forced by all the other piano exhibiters, be 
appointed a jury, each to report on his own 
instrument and award himself a bronze medal 
and a vellum diploma? As the med als mean 
nothing anyway, except as souvenirs of Mr. 
John Boyd Thacher, what harm could there 
be is this plan ofawari? Aud what batter 
judge of a piano could there be than the 
maker of it? As there is noth ng in Mr. John 
Boyd Thacher’s system of award which con- 
flicts with this suggestion, and the one-man 
plan can be applied to every piano, let the one 
man in each case be the maker himself. 
Then they will all be satisfied. There. is no 
competition for superiority in the John Boyd 
Thacher system, hence we can ses no reason 
why each man should not judge his own piano 
and award himself. one of the meaningless 
bronzes as well as one of the equally -mean- 
ingléss vellums, This would have the ad- 
vantage also of putting an end to this sicken- 
ing plano wrangling, which is kept up for ad- 
vertising purposes only. The ‘advertising 
dodge can be cut off by this plan. Tas Tara 
UNE submits it to Mr. John Boyd Thacher 
himself us a peculiarly impartial one and 
one which would answer all the charges of 
favoritism made against him. It would sat- 
isfy all the piano exhibiters who have sub- 
mitted to a test in which no question of su- 
periority can be raised. It would satisfy the 
public, which is heartily sick of all the pianos 
and the pianomakers and their silly b:ckerings 
about nothing. As there is no question of su- 
periority involved, what is all the fuss 
about? 


THE TREASURY SILVER BULLION. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson takes the ground that 
the government has authority under the 
Sherman law to sell when given circum- 
stances arise a portion of the silver bullion 
purchased by it under that law. One of the 
provisions of the act of 1890 is that the notes 
issued under it may de reissued when re- 
deemed, but that— 

No greater or less amount of notes shall be out- 
standing at any time than the cost of the silver 
bullion and the silver dollars coined therefrom 
then held in the Treasury purchased by such 
notes. 

It is evident that if the Treasury notes were 
redeemed in silver bullion, when redeemed at 
all, there never would be a greater amount of 
notes outstanding than the cost of the bullion. 
But when redeemed, it has been in gold, and 
as the notes thus redeemed have been reissued 
the amount of notes now outstanding is 
greater than the cost of the bullion which has 
been purchased. According to Mr. Atkinson 
there were in the Treasury June 80 notes to 
the amount of six and a half millions which had 
been paid in gold coin. He holds that those 
notes should not be reissued, and that it is the 
duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
duce the amount of silver bullion so that the 
cost of what remains shall be equal to the 
amount of the outstanding notes, and to use 
the excess of bullion to procure gold. It is 
contended by Mr. Atkinson that it is not only 
expedient for him to do this, but that the law 
is mandatory. 

Undoubtedly the Secretary of the Treasury 
could, if he chose, construe the Sherman law 
as Mr. Atkinson does, though there is nothing 
to indicate that those who prepared and sup- 
ported the law dreamed of the possibility of 


the Secretary of the Treasury selling some of, 


the silver bullion he had purchased for the 
purpose of getting gold. The expectation of 
the supporters of the law of 1890 was that it 
would raise materially the value of silver and 
not that the notes paid out for silver bullion 
would be redeemed exclusively in gold. 
Whether it would be expedient for the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to offer for sale his ex- 
cess silver bullion even though it be only six 
and a half million dollars’ worth is doubtful. 
The government might not get a very satis- 
factory, price for the nine nfillion ounces it 
would throw on the market, especially if it 


insisted un being paid for them, not in paper, 


but in gold. When a government sells it gen- 
erally gets less than the market price, and 
when it buys it is likely to pay more. Were it to 
sell nine million ounces one day it would force 
down the price, and when, a few days later, 
it had to buy the four and a half million 
ounces required by law it might have to take 


back at an advanced price some of the stuff it 


had just sold. 
But the repeal of the Sherman law and the 


of the Bridgeport pumps, for he “' realizes the 
necessity of pumping. a greater amount of wa- 
ter than is being taken from the Chicago 
River now.“ It wet the greatest importance 
that more should be pumped, This has been 
a dry season.

President Wenter says he thinks the Sani- 
tary District could put the Bridgeport plaut 
in condition to pump from 70,090 to 80,000 
cubic feet of water per minute and would 
guarantee that that amount would be pumped 
continuously. Were such an amount of pump- 
ing done the river would cease to be offensive 
and there would be no complaints from Joliet 
about the quality of the sewage. The city 
never has pumped that much water and, what 
is more, never will.. For some unexplainable 
reason the management of the Bridgeport 
works has always been inefficient and there is 
no reason to expect a changs for the better as 
long as they remain under city control. 

Mr. Wenter says that it will cost about 
$10,000 to raise the canal banks and that it 
will be necessary to putin somie new pumps.

ones.. The board will act more intelligently. 
Thus it will be necessary to spend some 

The expenses would not be heavy, Mr. Venter 
thought, and whatever it might be the cost 
would come out of the same pockets whether 
the sanitary district or the city paidit. The 
former was directly interested in the condition of 
the river; the work Was in hafmony with that for

the accomplishment of which the sanitary die- 
trict was organised. and the Drainage Trustees | 


might be held responsible, whether justly or not, 
for the unsanitafy condition of the river if any 
evil results should foliow a few years hence. 

The Drainage Trustees are not willing to 
buy the Bridgeport plant, but siinply to take 
charge of and run it. That is right. They 
should not be called on to pay a cent to the 
city. The latter should be only too glad to 
get rid of the cost of running the pumps. 
When the drainage channel is completed in 
the indefinite future the city’ can have its 
pumps back and sell them for old metal, 
which will be about all they will be worth. 

President Wenter’s remarks are sensible 
throughout. The trustees ought to run the 
pumps, not merely because they will do so 
more efficiontly than the city, but because it 
is really part of their duty to keep the river as 
clean as possible while working on the drain- 
age channel. Certainly they who have charge 
of this whole drainage question will be heid 
responsible if anything goes wrong. The 
Mayor individually has not the authority to 
turn over city property to another corpora- 
tion, but he Council has, and when it meets 
next month it should get rid immediately of 
its Bridgeport machinery. Unquestionably 
the Mayor will recommend that it be done. 


Senator TELLER says “ the Sherman law 
has given to the country additional circulation 
to the amount of $148,000,000.”" Notes to 
that amount have been issued in payment for 
silver bullion which cannot be used to redeem 
them. But since thedate of the passage of 
that law the exports of gold have exceeded the 
imports by $154,000,000. That large sum 
has been taken out of circulation, showing a 
net loss in circulation of six millions. This is 
quite outside of the much greater scare con- 
traction of the cireulation due to fears of the 
consequences of adherence to the silver-pur- 
chase policy of the Sherman law. That law 
has driven out of circulation 8154. 000,000 of 
gold, good all over the world. available for 
every purpose, needing no redeemer, always 
at par, and has substituted for it $148,000,000 
of notes based on silver bullion which 
cannot be utilized and nearly half of whose 
purchasing power depends on the ability 
of the governmént to continue to redeem 
them in gold, a metal of which the Treas- 
ury has an insufficient quantity and which the 
present policy is driving out of the country, 
making it moredifficult to obtain. 


Tue days of Nero are linked with our own 
by the cutting of the Corinth Canal, the com- 
pletion of which was celebrated a few days 
ago.

Cur1oaGo, Aug. 7.—[{Editor of The Tribune. 
You ask moe for my views in short of what Con- 
gress should do in special session to relieve the 
financial] situation. 

First—Pass a law to take up all its obligations 
now used as currency, and issue instead Treasury 
notes redeemable in gold. or iu silver bullion at 
its gold value when redeemed. and authorize the 
Secretary of the Treasury to seil one hundred - 
year 2 per cent [gold] bouds to maintain a 80 per 
cent [gold] reserve (whenever necessary) — Ar 
demption purposes. [If 2 per cent bonds 
An par the rate of interest can be increased.— 


Why? Because the government is responsible 
to the peovle (through both parties) for the pres- 
ent want of confidence in our financial system, 
both at home and abroad, which’ has assumed a 
practical shape in the hoarding of gold at home 
and in the sale of securities for foreign accounts 
to realize on them [in gold), rather than run the 
risk of the want of proper legislation to correct 
our errors [to be paid in depreciated silver] and 
put our currency on a sound basis. Both capital 
and labor would approve of such a law. 

Second—Allow the national banks to use such

Each water space is to accommo- 
date twenty boats. On the half second floor 
there will be six rooms, 20x20 feet in size, 
with two outside alcoves 18x18 feet for use 
as club rooms.

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NOT THE TIME TO ADVANCE RATES. 


Action on Proposition te Abrogate Com- 
modity Rates Postponed. 
The General Freight Committee of the 
Centeral Traffic Association met at Com- 
missioner Blanchard’s office yesterday morn- 
ing to consider a proposition to abrogate 
rates on various commodities, and put them 
into the classified schedule and to revise the 
minimum scale of class rates with a view of 
advancing the tariff rates. The committee to 
whom the subject had been referred promised 
to have its report ready for the next meeting. 
The main reason why action in the matter 
was postponed is said to be disinclination on 
the part of a majority of the roads 
to make an advance in rates at 
the present time, and it was deemed best not 
to disturb existing rates until an improve- 
ment in the financial situation has taken 
place. It was agreed that the rates and con- 
ditions relative to the free return of unsold 
exhibits from State and district fairs may be 
applied to unsold exhibits from the Conncaut 
Lake Exposition to be held at Conneaut Lake, 
Pa., Aug. 22 to 29 inclusive. It was also de- 
cided that, taking effect Aug. 15, peaches, in 
baskets with wood tops, L. C. L., may be 
taken at fitst-class rates between all points in 
Central Traffic Association territory.

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ARE AFTER THEBOARD 


WEST-SIDERS ATTAOK PARK cok 
MISSIONERS’ METHODS. 


They Allege Their Money Is Being Expend- 
ed in Large Amounts Without Visible 
Result- They Call It Mismanagement 
and Organize a Protective Association 
Counsel Employed to Test the New Boule- 
vard Sprinkling and Cleaning Law= 
The Way Business Is Done. 

West Side property owners aud taxpayers 
have begun a vigorous war upon the methods 
employed by the Board of West Park Com- 
missioners. They assert an enormous amount 
of their money, paid in in taxes, is being ex- 
pended by the board without tangible result. 
They hate protested in vain, they say, and 
Monday formed an association for the ex- 
press purpose of making a fight in court 
against what they allege is unjust assessment. 
Counsel have been employed and the associa- 
tion will first attack the law recently passed 
providing fdr the levy of a tax for sprinkling 
and cleaning the various boulevards. George 
Otto, No. 897 Ogden avenue, is President of 
the association, and under authority given 
him by the organization meeting has secured 
several law firms to prosecute the case. There 
are several hund d members, all of whom 
pay a weekly assessment to provide for ex- 
penses. 

The figures published in the reports of the 
Commissioners show a gradual increase in 
every department, and yet the property own- 
ers say they have not been benefited in proper 
proportion to the expenditure. 

President Otto owns a paint store at No. 
897 Ogden avenue, situated on thirty-five feet 
of ground, and Me. Otto tells a story of un- 
just assessment which is confirmed by his 
neighbors, which they all say shows general 
mismanagement, the principal fault charged 
against the board. It is not claimed they are 
dishonest, but they display an utter disregard 
of the taxpayer and his interests in expending 
the sums intrusted to their care. 


President Otto Tells His Story. 


Mr. Otto said yesterday: My assessment 
for boulevard improvement in front of my 
property is palpably unjust. The improved 
boulsvard stops befere it gets to my property 
and does not begin again until it reaches 
Western avenue, a third of a mile away. And 
yet I was assessed $668 for that improve- 
ment. I paid $250 as a first payment and 
was told then I could get a rebate if the boule- 
vard was not built in front of my property, 
but it has not been built and I have received 
no rebate. It is a regular sand hole, with a 
narrow strip of block paved road on each 
side taken up by the street car tracks, while 
the main roadway is a sand. heap on which 
the weeds are growing three feet high and 
upon which, in time of rain, the water stands 
nearly a foot deep. We fought that assess- 
ment in court and. my property, or rather a 
third of it, was finally sold for the unpaid 
assesement and bought in by the Park Board. 
An evidence of the estimation in which the 
Park Commissioners held that assessment was 
the action of Commissioner Blount. I went 
to him to settle the case, as I was tired af 
making a fight and having a cloud on my title, 
and. effected a settlement for $50, making my 
total payment $300 on an assessment of $668. 

Our association was formed for the pur- 
pose of watching the expenditure of our taxes 
for West Park improvements. I have tabu- 
lated the figures of the expeuditures of the 
board for the last twenty years, particularly 
with.reference toa comparative showing of 
the expenditures for the different parks. You 
will see by this showing that while Douglas 
Park has nearly the same acreage as the 
others the expenditure for its maintenance 
and improvement has been in some years half 
that for Central or Garfield Park and much 
less than that for Humboldt Park. 


Where the Money Goes, 


“Then follow this item for stables through 
a series of years, I consider it extravagant 
and unwarranted. In 1891 the total expendi- 
ture for stables was $32,586.01. In 1892 
the stables cost $30,427.29. That is pretty 
nearly $63,000 in two years for stable main- 
tenance and improvement, and I will venture 
the assertion that I could buy the whole outfit 
of stables and everything for $20,000 and be 
paying a good round price for them, too. In 
the matter of office expense I claim they have 
been extravagant, as shown by their re- 

orts. In 1891 this amounted to 

7,050.93, and in 1892 to $7,428.94. For 
the maintenance and improvement of Union 
Park in 1891 there was expended 
$29,968.86, an entirely disproportionate 
sum for such a small park, and in 1892 an- 
other $7,000 was expended there in alleged 
improvements, though no one can see them. 
In 1892 the boulevard improvement reached 
a total of $34,940.50,and yet we can get 
practically nothing done upon our boulevard. 
The weeds grow up before my door and the 
boulevard that I have paid for does not reach 
it. Let I will venture to say if the city, as it 
probably will do, finally takes the matter up 
and paves this unsightly strip in front of my 
property I will have to pay another assess- 
ment for that pavement.”’ 

Mr. Otto, as President of the Taxpayers’ 
Association, has engaged as counsel W. E. 
Mason, Mason G. Loomis, and John P. Wil- 
son. The particular fight they are making at 
first is against the 25 cents tax a lineal foot 
levied by the last Legislature for sprinkling 
and cleaning the boulevards. One point they 
will make is the ten days of publication in a 
daily paper required by law have not been 
complied with, as the publication in question 
was not made Sunday and was made actually 
but nine days. 

What Commissioner Blount Says. 


Commissioner Blount said the actual cost 
of maintaining Washington boulevard was 62 
cents a front foot, and the board naturally 
looked to the property-owners to pay some 
part of the expense, and this law enabled 
them todoso. Heconsidered it a just and 
reasonable tax for the service rendered. Re- 
garding the situation on Ogden and the other 
contiguous boulevards — admitted there 
might be some cause for complaint in the 
case of a few people like Mr. Otto, but the 
matter had got into the courts and was so 
tangled up there the board was powerless to 
do anything. 

Attorney Mason is prepared to contest the 
point that the tax was properly levied, and has 
so far convinced County Clerk Wolff that he 
will take no action towards spreading the as- 
sessment on the rolls until the constitutional 
point raised by Mr. Mason is settied in the 
courts. 

Ex-Park Attorney Francis Riddle was of the 


opinion the sprinkling assessment was a just 


one and could be maintained in the courts, 
while Senator E. T. Noonan, attorney for the 
board, said the entire assessment was light, 
but he presumed the real object of the prop- 
erty-owners in fighting it now was to escape a

the conduct of the Warden gnd the Commis- 
sioners. I sent for the Warden and had him 
bring all the papers peftaining to the matter to 
me and have thoroughly examined the whole 
business. The facts are these: It was necessary 
to put in a steam and an electric plant at Joliet, 
and for this purpose it was necessary to get some 
large steam boilers, a very large Corliss engine, 
and a large amount of electrical machinery. It 
was decided that the machinery should all be 
standard in character and similar in kind to what 
is used in other large establishments. In other 
words, machinery which we felt sure would do 
the work. Now, I find that the Commis- 
sioners did advertise for bids, and that 
the fact that they were receiving bids 
was generally known; and feel that 
for the kind of boilers which they specified they 
received six bids, varyi from a little over 
$14,000 to $19,000, the bid of the National Tube 
company being $15,060, and the Heine Boiler 
company’s bid being about the same. After in- 
vestigation the Commissicners became satisfied, 
and I am satisfied, that it is for the best interest 
of the State to take another make of boiler, 
even though it should cost a little more money. 
There were six bids on the 4 from the most 
prominent manufacturers in the United States, 
and I have heard no complaints from any engine 
company, and therefore assume that they are all 
satisfied that they were fairly treated. There 
were five bids on the electrical plant from five 
of the most prominent concerns in the country. 
After receiving the bids on the electrical plant 
the Commissioners pursued the same course that 
they did in regard tothe boilers; they held the 
matter open and tried to get what information 
they could, and it seems that the representatives 
of each one of the concerns that bid or had ca 
to bid had a hearing after the bids were opened, 
and was given — opportunity to make addi- 
tions or changes. The Waddell! & Entz company 
say they were the lowest bidders on the whole 
plant. but this is a mistake; they were not the 
lowest bidders. Then the Siemens & Halske com- 
pany represents what is called a direct connection 
electrical machine—that is, the engine is directly 
connected with the dynamo and seems to bea 
part of it. They had no plant in operation in 
the West except at the World’s Fair. Being a 
different kind of machine from that which was 
specified naturally they could not bid, and, as 
already stated, they not only charge the Commis- 
sioners with being ignorant but with being dis- 
honest. The General Electric company, whose 
bid was the lowest, is a consolidation of the Edi- 
son and the Thomson-Houston companies, and 
there is no question about the character of its 
machinery. ‘Having spent nearly three weeks in 
investigation and in hearing statements the 
Commissioners and the Warden found 
that the concerns that were making all of 
the fuss did not handle the kind of machinery 
the State wanted. The Commissioners and the 
Warden were in favor, however, of again adver- 
tising simply because the newspapers were 
making a fuss about the matter. 1 said to them 
that the newspapers cannot run the penitentiary, 
They are not responsible for its management, 
and we are. If there is anything to be gained or 
to be saved by advertising, IL wanted them to ad- 
vertise; otherwise, let these contracts at once 
and waste no more time; | want that plant com- 
pleted before cold weather sets in. therefore 
directed the Wardén to proceed at once to close 
these contracts, bei convinced that at present 


it is the best we can do.

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HOW TO RULE A CITY, 


OONGRESS ON LOOAL GOVERNMENT 
HEARS OF SOME REMEDIES. 


Paper from David Dudley Field Presents 
a Plan by Which a Residence eof Five 
Years in a City Is Required for Fran- 
chise for Municipal ElectionseFred 
Douglass Is Stirred Up-Law and Order 
League and What It Has Accom- 
plished. 


Today's Program—10 a. m.—Jurisprudence, 
Hall 7; City Government, Hall 6; Suffrage.

Speakers at the opening Congress on city 
government found a good audience awaiting 
them in Hall 7 yesterday morning. Robert 
E. Jenkins was introduced as Chairman. He 
said on taking the chair: 


It is an old saying that Paris is France. We 
cannot say that New York or Philadelphia or 
Chicago is the United States. The United States 
is a nation of cities. The problem of city 
government is one of the most vital to which we 
can give ourattention. The best and the worst 
classes are to be found in cities. There is no 
place where criminals are more aggressive and 
more defiant. This makes government a diffi- 
cult problem. Andrew D. White says: “The 
National Government is thoroughly good, the 
State Government fairly good, but the cities are 
the worst governed in the world.“ 


Mrs. Henry Wade Rogers welcomed the 
delegates on behalf of the Woman’s commit- 
tee. She said if they were not all willing to 
give themsélves as well as their money in 
taxes and their votes they might as well de- 
spair of reform in city government, 

David Dudley Field contributed a paper 
on The Reform Needed in the Fundamental 
Law for the Government of Cities,“ which 
was read by ex-Congressman Adams. In sub- 
stance Mr. Field suggested: 

A ner of longer residence than is 
usually required for State or national elections 
might find favör. Let us suggest a residence of 
at least five years in the city where the vote is 
cast. This would insure a better acquaintance 
with municipal affairs. The first requirement is 
to put honest and capable men in office. How 
can this be done? Unless the citizens give as 
much attention to the selection of their public 
agents they will not get honest and capable men 
into office. In most cities a previous registration 
of the voter is required. Require him when he 
registers to nominate candidates for offices to be 
filled. I would further require that if the person 
who registers does not vote he should be debarred 
from voting at the following elections. 


Reduce Number of Elective Offices, 


I would reduce the number of municipal offi- 
cers to be voted for by the people directly. to as 
small a number as would suffice to give full effect 
to the will of the citizens in the administration 
of municipal affairs. By this means the choice 
of the voters will not be distracted by too many 
offices to be filled at one time. The multiplication 
of elective appointments, whether State or muni- 
cipal, has grown to be a serious evil. For my own 
part, it is next to impossible for me to acquaint 
myself with the fitness or unfitness of the multi- 
pied candidates whose names are } gunnery on every 

allot offered to my choice. would rather 
endeavor to concentrate responsibility by vesting 
the municipal government in a Mayor anda 
Board of Aldermen, who alone should be elected 
by the people, the Mayor by all the voters in the 
city and the Aldermen by districts. I would in- 
trust the Mayor with power to appoint the heads 
of departments and give him the suspension of 
all city officials, high and low, with power of re- 
moval. Every official, high and low, to bold for 
a fixed term, say five years, subject to removal, 
to receive a compensation and to have no fees or 
perquisites. We must fasten upon the official an 
rsonal responsibility to the aggrieved 
citizen. I would require from every city official 
security for his good behavior: by. bond with 
surety, and I would give an ifijured citizen the 
right to sue on this bond. Besides these various 
remedies I would provide something like the 
referendum known in the Swiss Government, by 
which a specified minority of the City Council 
might require the most important measures pro- 
posed by the majority to be submitted to a vote 
2 the people before the measure could take 
effect. 

The administration of justice is the proper 
function of the general and central authority 
whether of the State or nation. It has little that 
is local in its aims or attributes. I do not forget 
that Justices of the Peace and other judicial of- 
ficers of local jurisdiction have n usually ap- 
pointed or elected by the local authorities or by 
the people of their respective districts. The 
jurisdiction of those officers is usually of small 
extent and they have been found useful in the 
settlement of petty disputes between neighbors 
and not infreqnently serve the purpose of courts 
of conciliation. Butin respect of police courts 
of cities and other tribunals of considerable ex- 
tent, yet still below courts of general jurisdic- 
tion, 1 insist they should be filled by the State 
or nation which is responsible for the administra- 
tion of justice in all parts of its domain. 

Mrs. Patti Moore of Missouri spoke of “ City 
Government as It Affects Women.“ 

Make Mayor Responsible, 

Charles 8. 2 of Toledo, O., spoke on the 
“Direction of Municipal Reform. He said 
among other things: 

The one serious attempt at remedying the 
evils of municipal government has been the con- 
centration of power and responsibility into the 
hands of the Mayor. While someth of an 
improvement upon the divided and confused ro- 
sponsibility of our usual system the experiment 
has not been brilliantly successful. By a process 
of reasoning which fail to understand 
the force of, numerous publicists have advocated 
the assumption of many new functions by cities, 
alleging that the people will then be obliged to 
exert themselves to obtain good government. 
We should study to obtain A government, not 
only with as little pecuniary taxation as possi- 
ble but also with as slight a degree of mental 
taxation as may be. Even if by a public admin- 
istration of gas 2 and strect railways a little 
money is saved, as is alleged in certain cases, 
this is far from proving the success of the experi- 
ment because of the enormous intellectual tax 
imposed upon the public, every moment of whose 
attention has an economic value. 

Seth Low, President of Columbia Col- 
lege, who was Mayor of Brooklyn for four 
years, said the one cause of bad government 
most 82 seated of all was that good citizens 
went to the polls and nullified each other’s 
votes for honest muhicipal government be- 
cause they differed on national politics. They 
were partisans before they were citizens. The 
city must be taken out of politics. The * 
needs responsibility as well as power. But 
great progress had been made in the last 
fifty years in sanitary improvements, in 
police, and in fire protection, and these were 
not small things. 

Andre Matteson of Chicago read the first 
paper at the afternoon session, his subject be- 
ing the American Municipal Township Sys- 
tem.“ The general subject for discussion was 
Law and Order; the Importance of Volun- 
tary Organizations to Aid» the Constituted 
Authorities in the Enforcement of Laws. 
Capt. I. P. Rumsey, President of the Citizens’ 
League of Massachusetts, presided. Col. L 
Edwin Dudley, Secretary of the International 
Law and Order League of Boston, and the 
Rev. Clarence Greeley of New Haven, Conn., 
a nephew of Horace Greeley, read papers on 
the necessity for law and order * 2 and 
the good they had accemplished. The audi- 
ence was much smaller at afternoon meet- 
ing than in the morning. 

Fred Douglass Aroused, 


Rather more than the customary amount of 
spirit was infused into the suffrage congress 
in the morning by a paper on Race Suffrage 
in the South” by Stephen B. Weeks of North 
Carolina. It was a résumé of the historical 
condition of the blacks, endin with ultra 
white supremacy arguments. is stirred u 
the audience somewhat, and when white-hair 
Frederick Douglass was called on to reply he 
stirred it up a great deal more. He cut Mr. 
Weeks’ arguments to tatters in dramatic style 
as he paced up and down the platform. Ne- 
groes were thought all right, he said, so long 
as they were tatterdemalions. It was only when 
they aspired to be gentlemen they were con- 
sidered offensive upstarts. The negronever 
has ruled,” said he, and he never will rule, 
for in numbers you will outvote us and in in- 
telligence overwhelm us.“ Mr. Douglass was 
followed by S. Lange Williams, a colored 
lawyer, with a paper on a proposed repeal of 
the fifteenth amendment.

MAY DECLARE FOR A BOARD OF CONTROL 


Iowa Republicans Said to Be Generally 
Favorable to Such a Plank. 

Des Motxxs, Ia,, Aug. 9.—[{Speeial.]—The 
recent investigations of the penitentiaries 
have created a popular demand for the estab- 
lishment of a Board of Control of the State 
institutions. Gov. Boies in his recent letter 
recommends it, but it is by no means a Dem- 
ocratic measure. A bill for a Board of Con- 
trol was introduced in the Twenty-second 
General Assembly. In the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth General Assemblies the same 
bill was introduced, and in the last General 
Assembly it passed the Senate but was pigeon- 
holed in the House. Secretary of State Me- 
Farland said: I have all along been in favor 
of a Board of Control, and the result of the 
investigations that followed the exposure by 
Tugs Trisunge of the penitentiaries shows 
that it is needed. believe the Re- 
publican convention that meets here next 
week should put a plank in the platform de- 
manding the establishment of a non-partisan 
Board of Control for the State institutions. 
Such a rd could not only compel the man- 
agement of the institutions on a business 
basis, but would put an end to the everlasting 
scramble for appropriations at each session 
of the Legislature. Under present arrange- 
ments the boards of each institution come 
here at every session and each one jumps 
in for the biggest appropriation it can get.“ 


Sending Alabama Negroes to Colorado.
